in Tanglin provides these three new 
ways of serving pineapple, the sharp 
sweetness of which blends well with 
. mutton and better still with beef. 


Noisettes Sarawak 


Gg “cookle" 10 bone, roll and tic 
the required number of chops. 
Brown the nolscttes on both sides 
under the grill or in a hot frying 
pan. Mount them, upon silecs of 
pineapple. Place them on n grease 
ed baking tin and bake In a mode~ 
rate oven for nbout 15 to 20 minutes, 
Halve some tomatocs and springle 
them with salt and pepper, Place 
“In the oven with the meat. 

When done, arrange the nolsettes 
and pineapple on a hot dish and 
top each one with a tomato 
garnished with a strip of anchovy 
or with some finely chopped fresh 
mint. : 

Pour a cup of boiling water into 
the baking tin, place over the fire 
and stir until bolting, well scraping 
the bottom of the tin meanwhile to 
incorporate the residue, Add salt 
and pepper to taste and thicken 
slightly with flour if liked. ‘The

INEAPPLE (ts a delicious accom 

paniment to cold chicken. When 
next making a cold stuffed chicken, 
try adding cubes of pincapple and 
perhaps some banana = to the other 
ingredients for stuffing. 

Cut away the breast meat from 
the cooked bird, remove the breast- 
bone and merrythought. Slice the 
meat very. neatly and mix it with 
nent cubes of ham and of pincapple 
and some slices of banana. 

'“Moisten with some rich white 
chaudrold sauce, stiffened with asple 
jelly or_gelatine, and fill into the 
breast. Smeoth It over and, when 
the sauce has set, mask the whole 
bird with more of the sauce, 


Pineapple . Cutlet 


QMALL prices of pincappic can 
also be used us a garnish to vent 
cutlet. Take some thinly cut slices 
of veal cutict or of fillet and trim 
off any skin or gristle, Shape them 
neatly. 


Melt about two ounces of butter 
In a pan, brown the veal and cook 
gently for about twenty minutes un~ 
tll nicely done. Remove, drain and 
keep warm. Add about one ounce 
of flour to the butter and cook and 
stir together for several minutes 
until a smooth paste is formed. 


Add nbout one pint of white stock 
(it possible a stock made from veal 
- bones and trimmings) or milk and 
stir together until boiling. Season 
well with salt and pepper and a 
llttle mace. This. sauce Is much 
improved by the additlon of a few 
spoonfuls of cream ond the beaten 
yolk of an cgg. It must not be ol- 
lowed to boll after the eggs has been 
added. . 


Thoroughly heat the pineapple 
cubes In a little - stock or in Dorie 
of. thelr own juice, Arrange the 
meat on a hot dish and place the 
Pineapple cubes in heaps at cach 
end or cut them {mn flat slices and 
dispose over the ment.

Bullion Arrives In 
Singapore 


With gold bullion valucd’ at 
roughly one milllon Straits 
dollars, bound from Europe to 
the Far East, 2 Royal Dutch Air- 
ilnes plano arrived at the Singa- 
pore Alrport last week and the 
valuable cargo spent-the night in 
a bank strongroom, 


Although the plane, with its 
valuable cargo, was watched by two 
armed guards at cach night stop on 
the way from Amsterdam to Singa- 
pore, the gold, wrapped two bars at 
a time in light canvas, was removed 
inconspicuously at the airport. ‘ 

Under the supervision of the crew 
of the plane, Mr. M. A. Dellacrt, 
agent at Singapore for K:L.M. and 
K.N.LL.M.,, and Mr. A. Newark, 
manager of the airport, the bullion 
was moved from the alrlincr to a 
waiting motor-car in an ordinary noir- 
port luggage barrow, 

The pneumatic tyres bulged as 
tho small gold shipment was piled 
into the barrow. 

The gold spent the night in a bank 
strongroom under special armed 
guard, 

It will be shipped from Singapore 
by the first available ship. 

Airline and other officials were 
most reluctant to discuss the matter 
or supply any tnformatlon about the 
gold. 

Gold and silver bullion passes 
through Singapore in ships several 
times o year and small loads have 
been taken by alr before, but it Is 
unusual to find a shipment of such 
value being taken by alr.

Issues Communique 


Tokyo, May 18. 

A War Office communique 
issued to-day re-emphiasises that 
the Japanese Army in Chinn is 
doing its uhmost to protect the 
lives and property of Third 
Power nationals. 

The ‘communique — recalls that 
General Orders, were issued some 
Ume ogo for a ‘carcful investigntion 
of foreign propertics as possible 
attack sites, y 

“The Chinese are taking advantage 
of every opportunity to impair 
Japanese relations with — forelgn 
Powers," the communique states, 

“They ore using foreign property 
when this ts possible, and are alsa 
attacking and kidnapping, sometimes 
killing, foreign people, Such actions 
on the part of the Chinese are 
frequent.” 

The communique charged that 
Italians and Germans, who were con- 
nected with Japan through the anti- 
Comintern Agreement, were ter- 
rorised by the Chinese. 

The communique recalls the Battle 
of Fengyang on February 17, charg- 
Ing that the Chinese constructed 
positions against ‘the American- 
owned Church. In the Battle of 
Linyi, alleges the communique, the 
Chinese troops were entrenched 
around religious buildings owned by 
foreigners. As a result, the Japan- 
ese altnckers were hampered, and 
suffered heavy and unnecessary 
losses, 

‘The communique recalled the pre- 
yious request to forelgners not to 
permit Chinese to use thelr proper- 
tles, and also the Forelgn Office 
request to Forelgn Powers to arrange 
for the evacuation of thelr nationals 
from the danger arcas, 

“We hopo that foreigners residing 

.in the danger areas In China will 

recogniso the intentions of the 

Jnpanese Army, and will behave 

themselves with prudence in order 

to ward off any untoward Incl- 
dents.”—United Press.

Yesterday was the anniver- 
sary of the first world 
movement for the preservation 
of peace. Nations met at the 
Hague in 1889 at the close of 
a century distinguished by 
several first class slaughters and 
tried to concoct some sort of 
scheme whereby civilisation 
might be preserved from such 
horrors.as the Crimean and 
Franco-Prussian wars. Well 
within a half century these 
same nations were to sec wars 
more terrible and conquests 
more brutal than anything over 
before experienced. It almost 
seemed that the powers of evil 
were stimulated by the pence- 
seekers, Long before’ the 
dreadful days of 1914-18, the 
century had echoed to the crash 
of guns. There had been a war 
in South Africa, another in the 
them go swiftly. For them came 
the Balkans, and probably other 
littlé affairs buried under the 
debris of history and forgotten 
in the chaos which followed 
them so swiftly. For then came 
the greatest war of all, and out 
of the mud and blood rose the 
permanent peace structure of 
the League of Nations. And the 
world hoped, or pretended to, 
that wars would be ended. The 
Age of Righteousness was at 
hand. has 


To-day the League stands 
helpless and abandoned. In the 
past few years there has been 
a glorious spectacle of progress; 
scientific progress which has 
led to the “spraying of mustard 
gas” on Ethiopians, as the 
Bishop of Chelmsford writes. 
Then came the civil war in 
Spain, and open intervention by 
three powers, and as’ blood 
flowed in Europe, Japan acted 
in. the Far East and rained 
bombs on cities and machine- 
gunned refugees, 80 eye- 
witnesses say, until all the 
peace-loving follc. shuddered and 
cried their unavailing,’ empty 
protests. In the meantime’ a 
savage persecution. of Jews 
was going on in more than one 
European state, and Wylie’s 
story of their terror wrings the 
heart. All of these dreadful 
thinga have happened and are 
happening and are hated. But 
nothing—literally. and finally 
nothing—has the sane, unselfish 
civilisation which we boast done 
to. put a stop to the reign of 
evil. Well may. the Bishop of

XPLOSIONS in coal 
mines may be caused by 
many things, and many 


different measures are, 
therefore, needed Jf they are to 
be averted. But it must be evi- 
dent to many pcople that one 
of the greatest causes of these 
all too frequent disasters Is the 
use of explosives. 

Big explosions involving 
heavy loss of Nfe arouse public 
sympathy and concern; yet it 
must be added that never in 
the history of. coal mining have 
there been s0 many smail ex- 
plosions as in recent years. 

These would have been much 
larger, resulting in greater loss 
of life, had it not been for the 
excellent methods employed by 
mine managers to render coal 
dust harmless and the better 
and easier systems of ventila- 
tion. : 

Yet the question remains, 
why should any explosions 
occur?

These - are 
simply mixtures of nitro-am- 
momja, .nitro-glycerine, .saw- 
dust and moisture in varlous 


percentages, with an outer 
covering of bl-carbonate of 
soda, or some other mixture for 
killing flame. 

But before this. mixture can 
be completely changed into its 
gascous form at high tempera- 
tures and pressures it has to be 
subjected to detonation. To 
obtain this detonation, 
cartridge !s either opened or 
punctured with a small plece of 
wood, ; 

When this is:done, the out- 
side sheathing Is rendered use- 
less, because it immediately 
allows the interlor of the cart- 
ridge to become exposed to the 
outer atmosphere.

PICTURE 
COMPLETED 


After Nine Months 
Of Labour 


Berlin, May 18, 

After nine months of uninterrupted 
work, the Olympic film made at. the 
time of Olympic Games in Berlin by 
the well-known womon fllm-produ- 
cer, Leni Rlefenstahl, is completed, 
The fim was commissioned by the 
German Government with the per- 
mission of the International Olympic 
Games: Committee. The ‘vorid pre- 
miere was held in Berlin during the 
second half of April. 
. Everything to do with this film is 
on in unusually large scale. ‘During 
the two weeks that the Games lasted, 
42 camera men shot no less’ than 
40,000 metres of films; and It tool 
Miss Riefenstahl over « month of 
10-hour days to see the whole of the 
materia! reproduced on the screen! 
Two full evening programmes have 
been evolved, of which—although to- 
gether they constitute o unity—cach 
one Is complcte In itscif. it only 
in a. 
normal evening programme, it in- 
dicates how much concentration was 
necessary to pick out the essentials, 
in events nnd from the | artistic 
standpoint in order to cut this lm. 
The cutting, whereby gaps in the 
sequence of events are filled up 
again to achieve continuity, Js the 
real artistic «achievement, Miss 
Riefenstah] was also responsible for 
the synchronisation, which was par- 
tleularly dificult and took up an !m- 
mense amount of time. Eight differ- 
ent sound rolls had to'be syn~ 
chronised, nnd thia is, in itself, a 
technical innovation in films; never 
before have so many rolls had to be 
super-imposed and combined in one. 


World-Wide Distribution 


English, French and Itallan ver- 
sions of the film were made at the 
same time as the original German 
editton; and these will be shown re~- 
spectively in London, Parts, Rome 
and nll over the world shortly. 

The Olympic {dea in its modern 
version has been retained in the 
portrayal of actual events. The 
significance of this Olymple film and 
all the pictures taken for it, is of far 
wider temporal range than the mere 
period of the Berlin Games for it is 
not Jiikely that the Olympic Games 
will be filmed again; not, at any 
rate, for a considerable period of 
time. 

In the first part of the film ig 
shown a number of pictures of the 
sculpture and architecture of oncient 
Greece, intending to portray the 
Greek ideal of beauty. One sees the 
Olympic fire being lighted, und 
travels with it through seven coun~ 
tries, until it comes to the moment 
of the opening of the Games in Ber- 
in In this part also, are shown the 
physicnl exercises, based > directly 
upon those of ancient = times—light 
athletics and the Marathon Race. 

The life of the Olympic village is 
shown, and the training carried on to 
the greot sporting climax, 

The camera experienced cvery- 
thing, saw everything, reproduced 
everything. .Not only every physical 
movement of the ployers, but every 
fleeting emotion expressed In their 
features os well, The camera was in 
places where no spectator ever could 
have been, even under watr, “It was 
everywhere at once, a feat which no 
visitor to the Games, however cn- 
thusiustic, could have achieved,— 
Trans-Occan.

IMPORT OR CUSTOM DUTIES. 


OME of our unco democrats are so 
engrossed by the motes {n other 
people's eyes that they are sublimely 
unconscious of the beim in their own. 
How many of those who prate so 
insistently about forelgn despotisms 
have even taken the trouble to read 
a’ book by the Lord Chief-Justice of 
England, entitled “The New ‘Des- 
potism'’? 
In that most interesting. volume 
they would find a very authentic 
arraignment of the manner in which, 
under our existing political system, 
u professional bureaucracy js sapping 
the libertics and hedging about the 
freedom of true-born Britons. 

Existence under the rubber trun- 
cheon of Hitler's Nozt friends, or the 
custor-oll bottle of Mussolini's, has 
as little attraction for me as for the 
deepest-dyed democrat who ever 
udorned # soap-box. But it happens 
to be my view that Hberty, like 
charity, begins properly at home. 
The fool, so the Bible tells us, has his 
eyes in the ends’ of the earth, 

This question of despotism crops 
up, conveniently enough, on the 
topical subject of the Budget. We 
are told that Sir John Simon, for 
whom personally I have the very 
highest regard, means to take steps 
in his first Budget to stop tax evasion 
even by means of Icgal artifices. 

There Is nothing in that prospect 
to, arouse anything but righteous 
enthusiasm in the breast of a sclf- 
respecting Britlsh taxpayer particu- 
larly if that admirable citizen hap- 
pens not to come within the category 
of wealthy: surtax-payers. Nobody 
likes to see somebody else evading 
his just State dues, the more so when 
that evasion throws an_ additlonal 
burden on other people tess able to 
bear it. 


Goosc and Gander 


But: ‘what’ astonishes me, and 
arouses my strong suspicion, ls the 
obvious propaganda with which this 
tax-evasion reform is being associat- 
ed. This official pabulum has been 
put across, not through the negligible 
medium of the’ stunt Press, but in 
-the stately’and-sedate columns of the 
very best journals. The editors of 
these journals appear to have opened 
their mouths, shut their eyes, and 
swallowed what Whitchall - gave 
them. 

I hold no brief for wealthy tax- 
evaders, AS ong of the unhappy 
class on whose comparatively meagre 
Income the existing Income-tax falls 
with most confiscatory thud, it would 
be the little taxpayer with whose 
dodges: and- shifts I should more 
readily sympathisc, If 1 sympathised 
at.all; *.° 

But there Is a fine old adage which 
seems to apply with special force to 
this controversy. 1t Js thot familiar 
one about sauce for the goose being 
snuce for the gander too. That 
millionaires should bo able to got out 
of their proper share of payment to- 
wards the. national’ upieep by jJug- 
uling with bogug companics, and 
turning income into: capital expendi- 
ture, excites my condign wrath. But 
not more so than the fact that learn- 
ed gentlemen, members of the Bar, 
should aid and. abct them ‘in such 
cheating, and even write textbooks

tenalel to dilopidations. 

My sympathy focs out, free and 
unrestrained, to those insignificant 
amal) taxpayers,, like myself, whom 
the British Treasury, or whoever Is 
responsible for the conduct of: In- 
come-tax collection, systematically 
diddles out of moncys not duc und 
which they can Hl afford to lose. If 
there Is to be an end, as certainly 
there should, to illegal tax evasion, 
even when artifice Iends it sceming 
legality, 50 should there be an end to 
egal extortion by the minions of 
the State. 

There may be some optimists who 
believe that the Income-tax people 
never try to cheat the poor taxpayer. 
While quite willing to admit, even 
with fervent gratitude, that there are 
some strictly honest and rightcous 


tax collectors, I happen to know that i 


the description does not apply to. all, 
and I question much whether the in- 
creasing tradition of the Income-tox 
authorities is not to encourage the 
latter and discourage the former.

forms for a whole office staff, not 
one of which was correct, and in 
which the error was in every single 
case heavily against the recipient of 
the assessment.

It seems to me-a perfectly scan- 
dalous. thing that experts, who know 
every svhédule of the game by heart, 
should” withhold their knowledge 
from the nssessed, often people who 
have a very imperfect understand- 
‘ing of the Income-tax regulations,, 
to’ the! financial detriment of those 


victims. If it is right that the State

should see that no citizen cheats the 
revenue, It Is not wrong that the re- 
venue should chent the citizen? 


At the present time it is common 
Iknowledge that assessments are 
often, If not systematically, made out 
on what may be termed the try-it-on 
principle. In fact, a former high 
oficial concerned with Income-tax 
assures me that the total of such 
over-assessments recelved by the 
Treasury every year would, if the 
figures could be published, stagger 
the taxpoying public. My earnest 
contention fs that the public, or that 
moiety which has any concern in 
direct taxation, is entitled to a square 
deal from the State bureaucracy, 

This phase of the question of tax 
evasion is so obvious that it Is amaz- 
ing it should have been completely 
overlooked by those journals which 
have been allowing themselves to be 
made the medium of officihl pro- 
peganda on the subject: Far be it 
from me to make excuses for wealthy 
or poor tax-evaders. But it is 
merely an elementary axiom that 
high taxation breeds Iow taxation 
morale. 


Legal Artifice 


People who regard State appro- 
priation of over one-half of their 
incomes as confiscatory are bound to 
do oll the wriggling that the in- 
genulty of Iawyers can devise for 
their rellef. 

Most of us, of course, would be 
only too glhd, on our present modest 
seale of living, to hand over two- |

Line Blocked For 
Two Days 


Canton, May 19. 

A tragic traln colfision on the 
Canton-Hankow Rallway on the night 
of May 16, In which more than 200 
persons, including passengers and 
railway staff, were killed and in- 
jured, is revealed, 

The collision occurred nt Milokang, 
a station about 73 kilometres north 
of Changsha, between a southbound 
train from Wuchang and a north- 
bound freight train from Canton. 

“ Owing to darkness, rescue work 
was grently hampered. .

PASSION 
PLAYER 
MOURNED 


Anton Lang, Famed 
“Saviour'’ Of 
Oberammergau 


Oberammergau, May 18. 
Anton Lang, who portrayed 
the Saviour in the famous Obe- 
ammergau Passion Plays for 
over thirty years, is dead, 


- He was born at Oberammet- 
gau in 1875.—-United Press. 


‘The Passion Play. at Obernmmer- 
gau, was instituted In 1634 in -gratl- 
tude for the abatement of plague 
and was performed every ten years 
entirely by the peasants, 


Visitors from distant places crowde 
ed to see it.and there grew up de- 
mand for mementocs. The village was 
famous for its wood-carving and al- 
most every member of the community 
produced religious figures = and 
symbols in large numbers, 


Lang, however, chose pottery for 

the production of his figures ond 

. plaques, and found eager purchasers 
in ol parts of the world. 


He wan a bearded man with long |’ 


flawing halr and fine impressive 
features and in the 1900 production 
of the play was chosen for the part of 
‘Christ; His delinentton of — the 
character was so striking that he was 
given the part agaln in 1910 ond 1922, 


The 1022 performance had been 
delayed owing to the consequences 
of the war, during which most of the 
peasant actors had served in the 
army. Lang was 
work, but was-not called up. 


The community was badly hit by 
the war and the cost of erecting a 
new theatre for 1022, combined with 
n falling off in the demand for thelr 
goods, left them In debt for several 
yeurs, 


At one time things were so bad 
that Lang dismissed his assistants und 
closed his pottery. In spite of this 
the village refused: American offers 
of thousands of pounds for the film- 
ing rights of the Passion Play. They 
held It to be o sacred duty to res- 
pect the religious aspect of the 
drama and to maintain its local 
ngsoclations. In the 1930 production 
Lang read the prologue. The play 
was seen by hundreds of thousands of 
visitors and the village was able to 
pay off its debts, - 


Lang, who spoke excellent Eng- 
lsh, visited England several times, 
_ notably In 1932 when he and his wile 
“were the guests of Mme de Navarro 
(Mary Anderson, the famous actress) 
und were received by the late Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonold Premier, at 
Chequers and by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. at Lambeth Palace. A 
gathering of some of the most dis- 
tinguished actors, actresses and 
authors gave Lang a farewell dinner.

For Emergency 


London, May 18. 
The Government hrs accepted the 


recommendations of the Falmouth }. 


Committes—o sub-Committee of the 
Committee of Imperial Defence head- 
ed by Lord Falmouth—regarding the 
production of oll from coal. , 

The Committee recommended that 
the policy of depending on imported 
oll supplies in time of war, with 
ndequate storage, was the most re- 
Mnble and cconomical means of pro- 
viding for an emergency. It was re- 
commended that Government place 
no reliance in war time on supplies 
of ol] from Indigenous sources, and 
the grant of direct financial assist~ 
ance for the establishment of further 
oll-from-conl plants should be dis- 
continued. 

The Committee favoured the ¢x- 
tension for a further period of 
twelve years of the guarantee extend- 
ed to Include diesel oil for use in 
motor vehicles. An increased rate 
from fourpence to cightpence how- 
ever, was recommended for this type 
of fuel.—Reuter.

Yesterday was the anniver- 
siry of the first world 
movement for the preservation 
of peace.

It almost 
seemed that the powers of evil 
were stimulated by the peace- 
seckers, Long before the 
dreadful days of 1914-18, the 
century had echoed to the crash 
of guns. There had been 4 war 
in South Africa, another in the 
them so swiftly. For them came 
the Balkans, and probably other 
little affairs buried under ‘the 
debris of history and forgotten 
in the chaos which followed 
them so swiftly. For then came 
the greatest war of all, and out 
of the mud and blood rose the 
permanent peace structure of 


‘Ithe League of Nations. And the 


world hoped, or pretended to, 
that wars would be ended. The 
Age of Righteousness was at 
hand. aoe sek 


‘today the League stands 
helpless and abandoned. In the 
past few years there has been 
a glorious spectacle of progress; 
scientific progress which has 
led to the “spraying of mustard 
gas” on Ethiopians, as the 
Bishop of Chelmsford writes. 
Then came the civil war in 
Spain, and open intervention by 
and as blood 
flowed in Europe, Japan acted 
in. the Far East and rained 
bombs on cities and machine- 
gunned refugees, 80 cye- 
witnesses say, until all the 
peace-loving folk shuddered and 
cried their unavailing, empty 
protests. In the meantime 4 
savage persecution of Jews 
was going on in more than one 
European state, and Wylic’s 
story of their terror wrings the 
All of these dreadful 
things have happened and are 
happening and are hated. But 
nothing—literally and finally 
nothing—has the sane, unselfish 
civilisation which we boast done 
to put a stop to the reign of 
evil. Well may the. Bishop ‘of 
Chelmsford ask if it is.worth

XPLOSIONS 1n_ coal 
mines may be caused by 
many things, and many 


different measures are, 
therefore, needed {if they are to 
be averted, But it must be evi- 
dent to many people that one 
of the greatest causes of these 
all too frequent disasters is the 
use of explosives. 

Big explosions involving 
heavy loss of Mfe arouse public 
sympathy and concern; yet it 
must be added that never in 
the history of coal mining have 
there been so many small ex- 
plosions as in recent years. 

These would have been much 
larger, resulting in greater Joss 
of fe, had it not been for the 
exccllent methods employed by 
mine managers to render’ coal 
dust harmicss and the better 
and easier systems of ventila- 
tion. 

Yet the question remains, 
why should any explosions 
occur?

It is a well-known fact that 


_ many collieries, on the score of 


safoty, employ no other power 
than compressed air for driving 
their underground, machinery;, 
yet these collleries also destroy 
this safety factor by the use of 
high explosives, 

During ‘the last few years 
other means for breaking down 
the coal have been successfully 
adapted—methods by which no 
explosion takes place. 

‘These include a system which 
embodies the use of carbon 
dioxide, ae 

Unfortunately, the change- 
over to such newer methods 
brings us up.against vested in- 
terests, the explosive manufac- 
turers, who still tell the outside 
world that the use of explosives 
4s safer. 

They urge us to pin onr faith 
to high explosives. Much fs said 
In support of these in their. 
sheathed form. These are 
simply mixtures of nitro-am- 
monia, nitro-glycerine, saw- 
dust and moisture in various 


percentages, with an outer 
covering of bi-carbonate of 
soda, or some other mixture for 
killing flame. 

But before this mixture can 
be completely changed into its 
gascous form at high tempera- 
tures and pressures it has to he 
subjected to detonation. To 
obtain this detonation, the 
cartridge is elther opened or 
punctured with a small piece of 
wood. : 

When this {s done, the out- 
side shetthing fs rendered use-

A bitter encounter took place yes- 
terday at Watzckow, south-west of 
Siaohsien, between a Japanese unit 
of 1,000 men and a Chinese detach- 
ment. The Japunese withdrew to 
rising ground in the vicinity where 
they are stil holding out last night. 
Three Jnpanese tonics, 10 armoured 
cars and a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition were seized. 


Unconfirmed Report

A six. hundred per cent. 
increase in American exports to 
Hongkong is disclosed in figures, 
released by the U.S. Department 
‘for the first 
quarter of 1988. Hongkong 
imports of American ‘goods _ in 
that period reached U.S.$6,866,- 
000, (about. HK$19,098,000), 
compared with U.S.$1,811,000 
(HK$5,438,000) in the corres- 
ponding period last year. 

Department of Commerce statistics 
for the first quarter of 1033 show that 
American exports to China during 
January, February and March totall- 
ed U.S.$10,278,000, comphred with 
$14,905,000 In the corresponding 
period Inst ycar, 

However, there were sharp gains 
in exports to Hongkong, through 
which shipments to China proper and 
Kwangtung were made, the increased 
exports to the British Colony more 
than offsetting the decline in exports 
to China, 

Goods to the vatue of U.S.$0,368,- 
000, were exported to Hongkong 
during the first three months of the 
current year, compared with $1,811,- 
000 In the corresponding period last 
year, while exports to Keangtung 
reached U.S.$5,712,000, compared 
with $1,632,000 in the corresponding 
period last year, 

Exports to Japan totalled $62,572,- 
000, compared with $76,322,000 In the 
first quarter of 1937,—United Press.

Sir Robert Craigie, the British 
Ambassador in Tokyo, had been 
instructed to take up the matter with 
the Japanese. Government. 

Lieutenant-Commander — Fletcher 
asked if it were not the case that the 
whole of Mr, Wilkinson's record— 
and he was for some time in Japan 
showed he was incapable of com-, 
mitting any offence or engaging in 
netivities affecting the Japanese. 
And would the British Government 
not do more than protest and demand 
the proper apology and compensatior 
in this case? 

Mr. Butler answered: “I entirely 
support all the observations made by 
the Honourable Member.” 

In answer to Mr. Wardlaw Milne, 
Mr, Butter said the position is 
that the  Jupanese Government 
has not formally and specifical- 
ly acknowledged responsibility for 
damnge caused to British property 
in China owing to the military 
operation, Consequently, it had

Interested — 
In Spain 


Suspicious Of Intent 
Of Government | 


>The Spanish . situation and 
negotiations recently begun at 
Rome between the Italian and 
French governments were the 
gubject of several commons ques- 
tions in the House of Commons 
to-day, They answered by the 
Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Mr. R. A. Butler, and 
the answers in turn gave rise to 
a lively interchange of | supple- 
mentary questions, . 

Mr, Arthur Henderson — (Labour) 
asked in view of Signor Mussolini's 
reference at Geneva to the Spanish 
War, and to the Franco-Italian nego- 
tlations, for an assurance that His 
Majesty's Government would support 
the French Government in resisting 
Italian pressure to change the 


French polley towards the Spantsh 


Government, 

Mr, Butler replied: “Mr, Henderson 
may rest assured that the good offices 
of His Majesty's Government are al- 
ways at the disposal of the French 
and Italian Governments, should they 
desire them with a view to expediting 
a selticment of the Spanish — situa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Henderson: “In view of the 
fact that the policies of the French 
Government and His Majesty's 
Government in relation to Spain are 
the same, does Ils Majesty’s Govern- 
ment intend to allow the Itallan 
Government to drive a wedye between 
them on this question?” 

Mr. Butler: “1 do not necessarily 
accept the interpretation Mr. Hender- 
son puts on Signor Mussolini's speech, 
and I cannot therefore give the 
assurance he desires." 

Replying to another question by 
Mr, P, J. Noel Baker, Labour, Mem- 
ber for Derby who wished to know 
whether he could define circumstances 
In which His Majesty’s Government 
would consider a settlement of the 
Spanish question had been arrived at, 
Mr. Butler said he could not #0 
further than n statement made by the 
Prime Minister on May 2. 

Mr. Nocl Baker; “Does the 
Government accept or repudiate the 
definition Signor Mussolini has now 
given, that there must be victory for 
General Franco before a settlement 
can be urrived at?” 

Mr, Butler; “The Government 
policy is given by the Prime Minis- 
ter und not by anybody else.” 

Answering a further supplementary 
question by the Opposition Leader 
question by the Opposition Leader Mr, 
Butler said: “The Prime Minister's 
refusal to define what was mennt by 
‘settlement’ stands as It did in the 
debate on May 2, when he said: “It 
may be that Iater on we shall get 
nearer to the time when we shall be 
able to give a definition, That time 
is not yet’ ” 

A question by the Hon. Mr. W. 
W. Wedgewood Benn, Labour Mem- 
ber, for Manchester, referred to the 
Interview between the Premicr and 
the Italian Ambassador in February 
and asked in what terms Mr. Cham- 
berlain had explained the meaning 
of the words, “A settIcment in Spain” 
In that conversation, 

Mr. Butler replied:’ "The conver- 
sation between the Italian Ambassa- 
dor and the Prime Minister was pri- 
vate und I am not prepared to an- 
swer questions as to its nature. The 
Right Honourable Member must not 
assume that the Prime Minister gave 
an explanation of the words cited in 
his question."-—British Wireless.
